cause of malaria poisoning will be glad to learn 
that although they may have screen wire that is 
not the 16 mesh recommended as mosqujU) proof 
by such men as 
VVri^j^iop they can make 
their larger meeh wire into 16 mesh, or even down 
to a smaller sise, by using one or more coats of 
paint on their present screen wire. Considerable 
paint remains on screeq wire, especially if the 
paint is rather thick. One coat of paint might be 
applied to the home screening and after it has 
dried, the openings left between the little squares 


c a n be compared to the openings in a regular 16 
mesh wire. Provided the openings left after one 
coat of paint are still too large a second coat of 
paint could be applied to the wire., 
In this connection it is well to bear in mind that 
paint will protect the screen wire from the weath­ 
er and prolong the life of the wire. 
It is quite probable that where mosquitoes are 
found in houses that seem to be well screened, it 
> Will be found upon examination they are many 
misfits of the screen doors, and of the window 
screens.When screens are fitted they should be 
home screened, if there are dozens of openings 
all around the house where musquitops or even

“The regulations provide for the) 
administration of the act by the chief 
of the bureau of agriculture econom­ 
ics in the department of agriculture 
and specifies how the act shall be ad­ 
ministered with respect to its optional 
feature s. 
“Three distinct service* are con­ 
templated. 1 Informal classification of 
samples drswn and submitted by in­ 
dividúale indiscriminately. 2 Classifi­ 
cation for purposes of arbitration of 
agreed samples submitted by two par­ 
ties involved In a dispute, and the 
efassifteatlon of samples, the authen­ 
ticity of which is established by super­ 
vision of the storage and sampling of 
the cotton.

“The purpose of the informal classi­ 
fication is presumably to* assist* the 
owner or custodian to determine the 
commercial value. 
“In the second'case, it ts provided 
that when two parties are In disa­ 
greement as to the-lrue classification 
of any cotton involved in a transac­ 
tion between them, they may agree 
upon a set of samples to be submitted 
the department for true classification 
or comparison.
